for  having  been  Eye-witneffes  of  the 
Zeal  with  which  thefe  Gentlemen  have 
expofed  themfehves  for  the  Service  and 
Relief  of  our  Sick,  as  well  m  the  City 
as  in  the  Hcfpitals,  we  are  thorough) 
perfuaded  that  their  Obfervations  on 
the  Nature  of  this  fatal  Malady,  and 
on  the  Remedies  proper  to  its  Cure, 
cannot  but  be  very  ufeful  to  the  Inha¬ 
bitants  of  divers  Places  of  this  Pro¬ 
vince  that  are  unfortunately  infeBed.

O  give  fome  Satisfaftion  to  the  juft 
Expcdations  of  very  many  Perfon^ 
as  well  of  this  Realm  as  of  foreigii 


’Countries,  who  fearing  the  difmaf 


EfFcds  of  the  Contagion,  have  done  us  the 
•  ^  Honour 


to  tcquefl:  of  us  fome  Account  of 
the  Nature  of  the  Diftempef  that  has  depo¬ 
pulated  Marfeilles^  and  of  the  Succefs  of 
iuch  Remedies  as  we  have  employed  againft 
it  5  we  have  thought  fit  to  draw  up  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Relation,  containing  in  fliort  what  is 
moft  cffcntial  in  this  Affair,  aud  which  may 
be  fufficient  to  intelligent  Perfons  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty,  to  direft  their  Conduft,  and  help  them 
in  framing  a  Judgment  in  the  like  Cafe,  till 
wc  have  better  Means  and  a  more  convenient 
Leifure  to  prefent  to  the  Publick  more  exa£t 
Particulars  of  all  that  we  have  obfervcd  on 
this  Subjed. 

All  the  Difeafed  that  we  have  feen  or 
attended,  in  this  terrible  Diftemper,  com¬ 
monly  called  the  Pl^ue,  may  be  reduced  to 
five  principal  Glaffes  5  which  will  fake  in  ge¬ 
nerally  all  the  Cafes  that  we  have  obfervcd, 
except  a  few  particular  ones,  which  cannot 
be  brought  under  any  general  Rule. 

First  Class. 

The  Firft  Clafs,  obfervcd  efpccially  in 
the  firft  Period,  and  in  the  greateft  Fury  of 
the  Diftemper,  contains  fuch  as  were  afflid- 
ed  with  the  Symptoms  that  we  fliall  here 
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fet  down,  conftantly  followed  by  a  fp^edy 
Death. 

These  Symptoms  were  for  the  moft  part 
irregular  Shiverings,  the  Pulfc  low,  foft,  flow, 
quick,  unequal,  concentrated  5  a  Heavinefs  in 
the  Head  fo  conflderable,  that  the  fick  Per- 
fon  could  fcarce  fupport  it,  appearing  to  be 
feized  with  a  Stupidity  and  Confufion,  like 
that  of  a  drunken  Perfon  5  the  Sight  fixed, 
dull,  wandering,  exprefTing  Fearfulnefs  and 
Defpair;  the  Voice  flow,  interrupted,  com¬ 
plaining  ;  the  Tongue  almoft  always  white, 
towards  the  end  dry,  reddifti,  black,  rough ; 
the  Face  pale,  Lead-coloured,  languifhing,  ca¬ 
daverous;  a  frequent  Sicknefs  at  the  Stomach; 
mortal  Inquietudes  ;  a  general  finking  and 
Faintnefs ;  Diftradion  of  the  Mind  5  dofing, 
an  Inclination  to  vomit.  Vomiting, 

The  Perfons  thus  feized,  perillicd  com¬ 
monly  in  the  Space  of  fome  Hours,  of  a 
.Night,  of  a  Day,  or  of  two  or  three  at  far- 
theft,  as  by  F aintnefs  or  Extindion ;  fome- 
itcimcs,  but  more  rarely,  in  convulfive  Moti¬ 
ons,  and  a  Sort  of  Trembling  5  no  Eruption, 
Tumour  or  Spot  appearing  without.

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It  is  cafy  to  judge  by  thcfe  Accidents, 
tliat  the  Sick  of  this  kind  were  not  in  a  Con¬ 
dition  to  bear  Bleeding  5  and  even  fuch, 
on  whom  it  was  tried,  died  a  little  whilci 
after.

.  Emeticks  and  Catharticks  were  equal¬ 
ly  here  ufelefs,  and  often  hurtful,  in  exhauft- 
ing  the  Patient  s  Strength,  by  their  fatal  over¬ 
working. 

The  Cordials  and  Sudorificks  were  the 
only  Remedies  to  which  we  had  recourfe, 
which  neverthelefs  could  be  of  no  Service, 
or  at  the  mod  prolong  the  lad  Moments  but 
for  a  few  Hours. 

Second  Cl, As.s.^  ^ 

Th  e  fecond  Clafs  of  the'Difeafed  that  we 
attended  during  the  Courfe  of  this  fatal  Sick- 
nels,  contains  fuch  as  at  fird  had  the  Shiver- 
ings,  as  the  -preceding,  and  the  fame  fort  of 
Stupidity,  and  heavy  Pain  in  the  Head;  but  ^ 
the  Shiverings  were  followed  by  a  Pulfc 
quick,  open,  and  bold,  which  neverthe- 
lefs  was  lod  upon  preding  the  Artery  ever  fo 
little.  Thcfe  Sick  felt  inwardly  a  burning 
Heat,  whild  the  Heat  without  was  moderate 

and 


end  temperate  5  the  Third  was  great  and  hi- 
extinguifhable  5  the  Tongue  white,  or  of  an 
obfeure  red  5  the  Voice  hafty,  ftanimering, 
impetuous;  the  Eyes  reddifli,  fixed,  fpark- 
ling;  the  Colour  of  the  Face  was  of  a  red 
fufficiently  frefll,  and  fometimes  inclining  to 
livid  5  the  Sicknefs  at  the  Stomach  was  fre¬ 
quent,  tho’  much  lefs  than  in  thofe  of  the 
preceding  Clafs;  the  Refpiration  was  fre¬ 
quent,  laborious,  or  great  and  rare,  without 
Coughing  or  Pain;  Loathings;  Vomitings, 
bilious,  greenifh,  blackifii,  bloody ;  the  Courfes 
of  the  Belly  of  the  fame  Sort,  but  without 
any  Tenfion  or  Pain  ;  Ravings,  or  phrenetick 
Deliria  ;  the  Urine  frequently  natural,  fome¬ 
times  troubled,  blackifii,  whitifii,  or  bloody  ; 
the  Sweat,  which  feldom  fmelt  badly,  and 
which  was  far  from  giving  Eafe  to  the  Sick, 
that  it  always  weakned  them  ;  in  certain 
Cafes  Hemorrhases,  which,  however  mode- 
rate,  have  been  always  fatal ;  ''^a  great  Decay- 
in  the  Strength,  and  above  all,  an  Appre- 
henfion  fo  ftrong  of  dying,  that  thefe  poor 
Creatures,  were  incapable  of  any  Comfort, 
and  looked  on  themfelves,  from  the  firfl:  Mo^ 
ment  of  their  being  attacked,  as  deitined  to 
certain  Death.  But  that  which  deferves  to 
be  well  obferved,  and  which  has  always 
feemed  to  chara^ferife  and  diftinguifii  this 
Difeafe  from  all  others,  is,  that  almoft  all  had 
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at  the  Beginning,  or  in  the  Progrefs  of  this' 
Diftemper,  very  painful  Buboes,  fituated 
commonly  below  the  Groin,  fometimes  in 
the  Groin  or  Arm-pits,  or  in  the  Parotide, 
Maxillar,  or  jugular  Glands  3  as  likewife 
Carbuncles,  efpccially  on  the  Arms,  Legs  or 
Thighs,  fmall,  white,  livid,  black  Puftlcs, 
difperfed  over  all  the  Surface  of  the  Body. 

I T  was  very  rare  to  fee  any  of  the  difeafed 
of  this  Second  Clafs  efcape,  though  they  fup- 
ported  themfelves  a  little  longer  than  thofe 
of  the  preceding  5  they  perifhed  almofl:  all’ 
with  the  Marks  of  a  gangren'd  Inflammati¬ 
on,  efpccially  in  the  Brain  and  Thorax  ;  and 
that  which  was  moft  Angular  is,  that  the  ftron- 
gcr,  fatter,  fuller,  and  more  vigorous  they 
were,  the  Icfs  we  had  to  hope. 

A  s  to  the  Remedies,  they  bore  Bleeding 
no  better  than  thofe  of  the  Firfl:  Clafs  j  at 
ieaft  if  they  were  not  blooded  at  the  very 
firfl:  Inftant  of  their  being  taken  Sick  ;  It  was 
evidently  hurtful  to  'em  5  they  grew  pale,  and 
fell  even  in  the  time  of  their  firfl:  Bleeding, 
or  a  little  while  after,  into  fuch  Faintings, 
as  could  not  in  mofl:  of  them  be  imputed  to 
any  Fear,  Repugnance,  or  Diftruft,  fince  they 
demanded  with  Earneftaefs  to  have  a  Vein 
opened.

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All  Emcticks,  if  wc  except  Ipecacumha^ 
were  very  often  more  hurtful  than  ufcful  ; 
caufing  fuch  fatal  Irritations  and  Exceffes  in 
operating,  as  wc  could  neither  moderate  or

•The  Catharticks  that  were  a  little  ftrong 
and  aftive,  were  atteriided  with  the  fame  In¬ 
conveniences. 

Such  as  we  preferibed  in  the  Form  of  a 
laxative  Ptifan,  as  well  as  plentiful  Draughts, 
that  were  diluting,  nitrous,  cooling,  and  gen¬ 
tly  alexiterial,  gave  fome  Relief,  b^ut  did  not 
hinder  the  Return  of  the  Symptoms. 

All  Cordials  and  Sudorificks ,  if  they 
were  not  foft,  gentle  and  benign,  did  nothing 
but  promote  the  Progrefs  of  the  inward  In¬ 
flammations. 

In  Ihort,  if  any  one  cfcaped,  which  was 
very  rare,  he  feenVd  to  owe  his  Cure  to  the 
external  Eruptions,  when  they  were  very 
much  raifed ;  cither  folely  by  the  Force  of 
Nature,  or  by  the  Afliftance  of  Remedies, 
as  well  internal  as  external,  that  determined 
the  Blood  t(d  difeharge  on  the  Surface  of  tive 
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Body,  the  noxious  Ferilicnt  wherewith  it 

was  infeded.  •  '

Third  Class. 

The  Third  Clafs  contains  the  two  pre¬ 
ceding  $  feeing  we  have  attended,  during  the 
Courfe  of  this  terrible  Sicknefs,  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  bf  Perfons  that  have  been  attacked  fuc- 
ceffively  with  the  different  Symptoms  enu¬ 
merated  in  the  two  former  Claffes,  in  fuch  a 
manner,  that  the*  moft  part  of  the  Signs  de- 
feribed  in  the  Second,  were  commonly  the 
Forerunners  of  thofe  which  we  have  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Firft  j  and  the  appearing  of  thefe 
latter  Symptoms,  denounced  an  approaching 
Death.

,  In  thefe  forts  of  Cafes  we  varied  our  Me¬ 
thod  according  to  the  diver fity  of  Indications, 
or  of  the  mofi:  urgent  Sjnnptoms  5  fo  that 
without  our  being  obliged  to  enter  into  far¬ 
ther  Particulars,  a  judgment  may  beTormed. 
of  the  Event  of  this  Malady,  and  of  the  Suc- 
cefs  of  the  Remedies,  from  what  we  before 
obferved  on  the  Subjed  of  the  difeafed  of 
the  two  preceding  Claffes.

B  E  F  o  R  E  wc  pafs  on  to  the  Fourth  Clafs, 
we  believe  it  will  not  be  improper  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  a  very  great  Number  of  different 
Kinds  of  difeafed  Perfons  contained  in  the 
preceding,  had  very  moderate  Symptoms, 
whofe  Force  and  Malignity  appeared  to  be 
much  lefs,  than  in  thofe  of  the  fame  Acci¬ 
dents  daily  obferved  in  inflammatory  Fevers, 
or  in  the  moft  common  putrid  ones,  or  in 
thofe  that  are  Vulgarly  called  Malignant,  if  we 
except  the  Signs  of  Fear  or  Defpair,  which 
w^re  Extream,  or  in  the  higheft  Degree  5  in- 
fomuch,  that  of  the  great  Nunvber  of  infeded 
Perfons  who  have  periflied,'there  were  very 
few,  who  at  the  very  firft  Moment  of  their 
being  feized,  did  not  imagine  themfclves  loft 
without  Relief,  whatever  Pains  we  took  to 
encourage  them  :  And  though  many  amongft 
them  feemed  to  us,  before  the  firft  Accefs  of 
die  Diftemper,  to  be  of  a  firm  and  courage¬ 
ous  Difpofition  of  Mind,  and  refolute  under 
all  Events,  yet  as  foon  as  they  felt  the  firft 
Strokes,  it  was  eafy  tO'knov/  by  their  Looks, 
and  their  Difeourfes,  that  they  were  convin¬ 
ced  that  their  Sicknefs  was  Incurable  and  Mor¬ 
tal,  even  at  the  Time  when  neither  the 
Pulfe,  nor  the  Tongue,  nor  the  Diforder  in 
the  Head,  nor  the  Colour  of  the  Face,  nor 
the  Difpofition  of  the  Mind,  nor  laftly,  the 

Lcfioa 
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Lcfion  of  any  of  the  other  natural  Fundions 
Hientioned  abovC;,  gave  any  fatal  Indication, 
or  before  there  were  any  Grounds  to  be  al- 
larmcd. 

Fourth  Class. 

T  H  E  fourth  Clafs  contains  the  Difeafed 
attacked  with  the  fame  Symptoms  with  thofe 
of  the  fecond,  but  thefe  forts  of  Accidents 
kffened  or  difappeared  the  fccond  or  third' 
Day  of  themfelves,  or  in  Confequence  of  the 
Effcitls  of  the  internal  Remedies,  and  at  the 
fame  time  in  Proportion  to  the  remarkable 
Eruption  of  the  Buboes  and  Carbuncles  in 
which  the  noxious  Ferment  that  was  difper- 
fed  through  the  whole  Mafs,  feemed  to  be 
colleded  together ;  fo  that  the  Tumours  ri- 
fing  from  Day  to  Day,  at  length  being  open, 
and  coming  to  a  Suppuration,  the  Infedled 
efcaped  the  Danger  that  threatned  them,  pro¬ 
vided  they  had  fome  Affiftance, 

These  happy  Events  have  determined 
us  to  redouble  our  Care  during  the  whole 
Courfe  of  this  Sicknefs,  to  accelerate,  as  much 
as  the  State  of  the  Patient  will  admit,  the 
Eruption,  Elevation,  Opening,  and  Suppu¬ 
ration  of  the  Buboes  and  Carbuncles,  in  order 
to  free,  as  foon  as  poiliblc,  by  this  way,  the 
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Mafsof  Blood,  from  the  fatal  Ferment  thaf 
corrupts  it  5  aiding  Nature  by  a  good  Regi¬ 
men,  and  by  fuch  cathartick,  cordial,  and 
fudorifick  Medicines,  as  are  proper  in  the 
prefent  Condition  and  Temperature  of  the 
Sick. 

Fifth  and  Last  Class^ 


This  Fifth  and  Laft  Clafs  contains  all 
fuch  infeded  Perfons,  as  without  perceiving 
any  Emotion,  or  there  appearing  any  Trou¬ 
ble  or  Lefion  of  their  natural  Fundion,  have 
Buboes  and  Carbuncles,  which  rife  by  little 
and  little,  and  eafily  turn  to  Surpuration,  be¬ 
coming  fometimes  feirrhous,  or  which  is  more 
rare,  diffipate  infcnfibly,  without  leaving  any 
bad  EfFed  behind  them  5  fo  that  without  any 
lofs  of  Strength,  and  without  changing  their 
manner  of  Living,  thefe  infeded  Perfons 
went  about  the  Streets  and  publick  Places, 
only  ufing  thcmfclves  a  fimple  Plaifter,  or 
asking  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  fuch 
.Remedies  as  are  neceiTary  to  thefe  forts  of 
fuppurating  or  feirrhous  Tumours, 


T  HP, 
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The  Number  of  the  infeded  contained 
in  the  two  laft  ClafTcs,  were  fo  confidcrablcy 
that  one  may  affirm,  without  any  exaggera¬ 
tion,  that  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  Thou - 
fand  Perfons  were  found  in  thefe  forts  of 
Cafes  5  and  if  the  Diftemper  had  not  often 
taken  this  turn,  there  would  not  have  been 
left  in  this  City  the  fourth  Part  of  its  Inha¬ 
bitants. 

W  E  may  very  well  admit  a  Sixth  Clafs 
of  fuch  as  we  have  feen  perifli  without  any 
Forerunner,  or  other  manifeft  Hurt,  than 
only  a  decay  in  Strength ;  and  who  being  ask¬ 
ed  concerning  their  Condition,  anfwered,  that 
they  were  not  fenfible  of  any  Diforder,  which 
for  the  mod  part  denoted  a  defperate  Cafe, and 
an  approaching  Death ;  but  the  Number  of 
thefe  were  very  fmall  in  Comparifon  of  fuch 
as  made  up  the  preceding  Claffes. 

Besides  all  thefe  Obfervations,  it  has 
happened  that  amongft  fo  great  a  Number  of 
infefted  Perfons,  we  have  feen  many  parti* 
cular  Cafes,  wherein,  contrary  to  our  Expec^ 
tation,  and  all  the  Appearance  of  Reafon,  the 
Sick  have  pcriflicd  or  recovered  5  but  we  are 
of  Opinion  that  it  would  be  ufelefs  to  relate 
them  here,  and  to  give  of  them  a  long  and 

tedious 
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tedious  Account ;  being  moreover  perfuaded 
that  thefe  Sorts  of  particular  Events  can 
ferve  as  no  fure  Rule  to  form  a  Prognoftick, 
or  how  to  proceed  in  the  like  Diftemper.  It 
is  therefore  more  proper  to  keep  to  the  Ob- 
fervations  we  have  made,  and  that  the  rather, 
fince  they  are  found  conformable  to  thofe 
of  our  Colle2;ues  who  have  laboured  in  con- 
cert  with  us  in  this  fo  painful  and  dange¬ 
rous  Work;  and  who  have  always  profeffed 
to  relate  what  they  have  feen  and  obferved 
themfelves,  without  fuffering  /themfelves  to 
be  prejudiced  by  all  the  Reports  that  a  vain 
Credulity,  a  popular  Superftition,  the  Boaft- 
ings  of  Empericks,  'and  the  Greedinefs  of 
making  Profit  by  the  publick  Calamity,  have 
fpread  through  this  City. 

T  o  conclude,  the  Medicines  we  have 
made  ufc  of  are  fuch,  whofe  Efficacy  and 
naanner  of  Operation,  are  generally  acknow¬ 
ledged  by  a  long  Experience,  to  be  adapted 
to  fatisfy  all  the  Indications  reported  above ; 
having  moreover  not  negleded  certain  pre¬ 
tended  Specificks,  fuch  as  the  folar  Powder, 
the  mineral  Kernes,  Elixirs,  and  other  alexi- 
terial  Preparations,  as  have  been  communi¬ 
cated  to  us  by  charitable  and  well-difpofed 
Perfons ;  but  Experience  itfelf  has  convinced 
us,  that  all  thefe  particular  Remedies  are  at 
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the  moft  Lifeful  only  to  remove  fome  cer¬ 
tain  Accidents,  when  at  the  fame  time  they 
are  often  noxious  in  a  great  many  others, 
and  by  confcquence  incapable  to  cure  a  Dif- 
cafe  charaderifed  by  a  Number  of  different 
cffential  Symptoms.

A  V I  N  G  finifh’d  the  preceding 
Relation  the  Tenth  of  November y 
and  applying  to  the  Magiftrates 
to  procure  W riters  to  copy  a  fuffi- 
cient  Number,  to  fatisfie  the  Defires  of  all 
the  Perfons  who  have  done  us  the  Honour  to 
confult  us  on  this  Subjeft,  thofe  Gentlemeir 
replied,  that  by  reafon  they  could  not  get 
Tranferibers  enow  ,  they  would  willingly 
take  upon  themfclves  the  Care  of  having  it 
printed ;  fo  that  we  have  accepted  their  Of¬ 
fer,  being  perfuaded  that  it  is  the  fhorteft  and 
moft  commodious  Expedient  to  anfwcr  to 
all  the  Confultations  that  we  receive  from  all 
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Qiiaitcrs  on  this  Subjcft  5  but  having  reflected 
that  this  fame  Relation  would  be  of  no  Ufe 
but  to  Perfons  of  the  Faculty  who  are  in- 
ftruded  and  experienced  in  the  Knowledge 
and  Cure  of  Difeafes,  we  have  thought  pro¬ 
per  to  add  here  an  Abftracl  of  the  different 
Methods  which  we  have  made  ufe  of  in 
treating  the  different  Kinds  of  difeafed 
Perfons  contained  in  the  five  Clafles  menti¬ 
oned  above  ,  prefuming  that  they  may  be  of 
Service  to  the  young  Phyficians  and  Surgeons 
that  are  adually  engaged  in  looking  after  in- 
feded  Perfons  in  divers  Places  of  this  Pro¬ 
vince.  And  we  are  the  more  readily  deter¬ 
mined  to  give  this  fmall  Inftrudion  to  the 
Publick  j  fince  Monf  L  e  b  r  e  t,  firft  Prefi- 
dent  of  the  Parliament,  and  Intendantof  this 
Province,  a  Gentleman  zealous  for  its  Pre- 
fervation,  and  very  adive  in  his  Affiftance  in 
this  time  of  Calamity,  has  done  us  the  Ho¬ 
nour  frequently  to  ask  of  us  an  exad  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Treatment  of  this  Malady.

Tloe  Method  ufed  tn  treating  the  Sick 

of  the  Firjl  Clafs. 

If  we  afford  but  theleafl:  Attention  to  the 
Nature  of  the  Symptoms  related  in  the 
firft  Ciafs,  that  is  to  fay,  to  the  fmall,  un¬ 
equal,  and  concentrated  Pulfc  5  to  the  Shiver- 
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mgS  5  to  the  univerfal  Chilliness  Specially  iix 
the  extreme  Parts,  and  to  the  almoft  conti¬ 
nual  Sicknefs  at  the  Stomach  5  to  thofe  Lead- 
coloured,  difmal  and  cadaverous  Faces;  it 
will  be  very  eafy  to  judge,  that  we  have  no¬ 
thing  to  do  in  this  Cafe,  but  to  preferibe  the 
mod  adive  and  generous  Cordials  ;  fuch  as 
are  Vmice  Treacle,  Diafeordium,  the  ExtraCl 
of  Juniper  Berries,  the  LUium-^  the  Confec¬ 
tion  of  Hyacinth,  of  Alkermes ;  the  Elixirs 
drawn  from  Subftances  that  abound  the  mod 
in  a  volatile  Salt;  the  Treacle  Waters,  thofe 
of  Juniper  Berries  of  Carmes ;  the  volatile 
Salts  of  Vipers,  of  Armoniack,  of  Harts¬ 
horn  ;  the  Balms  the  mod  fpirituous ;  in  one 
W ord,  all  that  is  capable  to  animate,  excite 
and  drengthen;  augmenting,  doubling,  and 
even  tripling  their  ordinary  Dofe,  according 
as  the  Cafe  fhall  be  more  or  lefs  preding. 

All  thefe  Remedies,  and  others  of  the 
fame  Nature,  are  without  doubt  very  proper 
to  animate  and  raife  the  almod  extinguifhed 
Strength  of  thefe  poor  fick  Perfons;  never- 
thelefs  we  have  with  Grief  feen  almod  all  of 
them  peridi  on  a  fudden,  which  prefently 
confirmed  us  in  the  Opinion  generally  re¬ 
ceived,  that  the  Malignity  of  the  pedilential 
Ferment  is  of  a  Force  fuperior  to  all  Reme-^ 
dies ;  but  as  we  have  alfo  feen  them  fucceed 

in 
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in  fome  particular  Cafes,  there  Is  Room  to 
prefume,  and  one  is  but  too  much  convinced 
of  it  by  fatal  Experience,  that  the  Defertion 
and  Inaftivity  of  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple  who  might  have  given  AffiftancCy  that  the 
Want  of  Nourifliment,  of  Remedies  and 
Attendance,  that  the  fatal  Prejudice  of  being 
feized  by  an  incurable  Diftemper,  that  the 
Defpairof  feeing  ones  felf  abandoned  with¬ 
out  any  Relief,  one  is,  I  fay,  well  convinced 
that  ali  thefe  Caufes  have  not  lefs  contributed 
tiaan  the  Violence  of  the  Difeafe,  to  the 
fudden  Deftrufiion  of  fo  great  a  Number  of 
the  Sick,  not  only  of  this  firft:  Clafs,  but  al- 
fo  of  the  following ;  feeing  that  in  Propor¬ 
tion  as  this  mortal  Fear  of  the  Conta2;ion  is 
diminifhed,  and  that  one  is  mutually  affifted, 
that  the  Hopes  and  Courage  of  the  People 
are  returned  ;  that,  in  one  Word,  the  good 
Order  is  re-eftablifhed  in  this  City  by  the 
Authority,  Firmnefs  and  Vigilance  of  the 
Cheyalier  de  Langeron,  by  the  great  Care 
of  the  Governor,  and  by  the  conftant  and  inde¬ 
fatigable  Endeavours  of  the  Sheriffs  5  one  has 
beheld  the  Progrefs  and  Violence  of  this  ter¬ 
rible  Scourge  to  diminifh  infenfibly,  and  we 
have  been  more  fuccefsful  in  curing  the  infeded. 

Returning  then  to  the  Method  propo- 
fed  to  treat  the  fuk  Perfons  of  this  Firft  Clafs, 

fup- 
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fuppofing  that  by  the  Remedies  mentioned^ 
we  were  able  to  revive  their  dying  Force?^^ 
and  to  difengage  thenV  from  the  fad  Condi¬ 
tion  deferibed  above,  it  would  remain  to  exa¬ 
mine  with  Attention  the  new  Changes  and. 
Accidents  that  would  arife,  which  according 
to  our  Obfervations,  may  be  reduced  to  fomc 
of  thofe  we  have  related  under  the  following 
Claffes,  and  ought  by  confequence  to  be  treat¬ 
ed  by  fome  of  the  Methods  which  we  ftiali 
now  deliver. 

Method  ufed  m  treating  the  Sick 
of  the  Second  Clafs. 

The  Treatment  of  the  Sick  of  this  Se¬ 
cond  Clafs  has  much  more  employed  us  than 
the  preceding,  in  refped  to  the  Multiplicity 
and  Variety  of  Accidents  that  offer  at  the  fame 
time  feveral  Indications  to  iatisfy. 

All  thefe  Indications,  however,  may  be 
reduced  to  two  principal  ones,  which  de¬ 
mand  the  greater  Attention  and  Prudence, 
fince  they  are  oppofite  5  for  we  have  obferv- 
ed  in  the  fame  Patient  a  ftrange  mixture  of 
Tenfion  and  Relaxation,  of  Shivering  and 
Heat,  of  Agitation  and  Sinking  5  infomuch, 
that  we  were  obliged  conftantly  to  endea¬ 
vour  at  the  expulfion  of  the  noxious  Fer¬ 
ment? 
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mchts  lodged  in  the  prm£  Vi£y  or  difpcf- 
fcd  through  the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood,  with¬ 
out  exafperating  them  at  the  fame  time ;  or 
to  corred  and  lelfeii  their  Adion,  without 
weakening  the  Patient.  We  ought,  for  Ex¬ 
ample,  to  vomit  or  purge  without  irritating 
or  exhaufting  5  to  procure  a  free  Perfpirati- 
on  or  Sweating,  without  too  much  animat¬ 
ing  or  inflaming ;  to  fortify  without  augment¬ 
ing  the  Heat  contrary  to  Nature  5  lafl:ly,to  dilute 
and  temperate  without  overcharging  or  relax¬ 
ing.  And  this  is  what  we  have  endeavoured 
to  execute  by  the  following  Method.  . 

Suppose  that'  we  were  called  at  the  Be¬ 
ginning,  and  before  the  Patient  was  exhauft;- 
cd,  we  fliould  order  immediately  a  Medi¬ 
cine  proper  to  cleanfe  the  Stomach,  that  is 
to  fay,  a  gentle  Vomit,  fuch  as  is  the  Ipe¬ 
cacuanha^  in  a  Dofe  proportioned  to  the  Age 
and  Temperature  of  the  lick  Perfon,  to  be 
taken  in  a  little  Broth  or  common  Water  5 
we  have  feldom  ufed  the  Emetick  Tartar 
or  Vinum  BenediHum^  for  fear  of  too  great 
Irritations,  unlefs  we  had  to  do  with  very 
robufl  and  plethorick  Bodies,  or  that  fome 
particular  Accident  feemed  to  demand  them  ; 
we  promoted  the  Operation  of  the  Medicine 
by  a  large  quantity  of  warm  W atcr,  or  of  TeUy 
or  a  Decodion  of  Car  dims  Benedi^^ls• 

The 
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The  EfFed  of  tliis  firft  Medicine  being 
commonly  a  leflening  of  the  Strength,  we 
endeavoured  to  fortify,  by  fome  gentle  Cor¬ 
dial,  efpecially  by  Venice  Treacle  and  Dia- 
fcordium,  by  reafon  they  are  proper  to  pre¬ 
vent  or  flop  an  over-working  of  the  Vo¬ 
mit. 

T  o  thele  two  Remedies  fiicceed  mode¬ 
rate  and  diluting  Cathaiticks,  to  cleanfe  a- 
way  without  irritating  the  Load  of  grofs  Hu¬ 
mours  which  may  hinder  the  Adion  of 
the  other  Medicines^  or  prevent  their  free 
Paffage  into  the  Veflels :  Thefe  Purges  are 
laxative  Ptifans,  made  with  Sena  and  Cry- 
ftal  Mineral,  ordered  in  Phials  j  the  De¬ 
coction  of  Tamarinds,  or  vulnary  Infufions,  ' 
wherein  are  diflblved  Manna  and  Sal  Pru- 
nel  i  the  Diluta-Caflias  5  Syrupus  de  Clii- 
choreo  cum  Rhab. ;  to  which  then  fuc- 
ceed  the  Cordials  and  gentle  Alexiphar- 
macks,  for  the  Reafons  given  above  j 
that  is  to  fay,  to  fortify,  and  to  ^  flop  the 
Over-purgings,  which  would  infallibly  caufc 
fome  fatal  Weaknefs:  And  fuppoling  that 
the  Venice  Treacle  and  Diafeordium  were 
infufficient  to  anfwer  this  laft  Indication, 
we  would  add  fealed  Earth ,  Coral,  Bole- 
Armoniack,  which  we  would  render  ftill 
more  efficacious  in  Cafes  of  Neceffity,  by 
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the  mixture  of  fome  Drops  of  liquid  Lauda¬ 
num,  whicli  has  been  of  fervice  in  mahy 
Cafes,  not  only  in  flopping  the  immoderate 
Evacuations,  but  even  in  the  want  of  Sleep, 
phrcnetick  Deliria,  Hemorrhages,  and  other  ^ 
Symptoms  of  the  fame  fort. 

r 

The  Solar  Powder  of  Hambiirgk\  the 
Mineral  Kermes,  and  other  Remedies  that 
have  been  communicated  to  us  with  great 
Commendations,  have  been  alfo  ufed,  both 
as  Emeticks  and  Catharticks ;  and  have 
fometimes  with  fuccefs,  anfwered  both  thofe 
Indications :  And  at  the  fame  time,  in  fome 
certain  Cafes,  we  obferved  they  promoted 
Sweat  and  Perfpiration  5  but  as  we  have  al¬ 
ready  remarked,  they  have  always  feemed 
to  us  infufficient  to  perform  the  Work  of  a 
radical  Cure,  in  a  Diflemper  charafterifed  by 
divers  eflential  Symptoms. 

'  For  what  relates  to  Sudorificks,  as  foon 
as  we  perceive  the  leafl  Difpofition  to  a  free 
Tranfpirationor  Sweating,  in  what  time  fo- 
ever  of  the  Sicknefs  it  happens,  we  have 
taken  care  to  make  ufe  of  them,  and  that 
the  rather,  by  reafon  fome  infeded  Perfons 
have  efcaped  by  this  Method :  Nor  are  we 
ignorant  how  this  fort  of  Crifis  is  recom-. 
mended  as  very  Salutary  by  all  the  Authors 
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that  have  wrote  of  the  Plague ;  We  have 
had  therefore  Recourfe  to  fome  of  the  Cor¬ 
dials  mentioned  above,  and  particularly  the 
Treacle  and  Diaicordium ;  to  which 
may  be  added  the  Powder  of  Vipers, 
Diaphoretick  Antimony,  Oriental  Saffron, 
Camphire,  &c.  promoting  the  Effcd  of 
thefe  Medicines  by  the  repeated  Draughts 
of  Tea,  the  vulnerary  Infufions  of 
land^  the  Waters  of  Scabious,  Car  dims  Be- 
nediBtts Berries,  of  Scordium,  Rue, 
Angelica,  and  others,  recommended  for 
pulhing  from  the  Center  to  the  Circumfe¬ 
rence  5  that  is  to  fay,  to  depurate  the  Mats 
of  Humours  by  the  way  of  infenfible  Per- 
fpiration  without  too  much  Emotion  ob- 
ferving  always,  tliat  the  Patients  are  not  of  a 
too  dry  and  hot  Conftitution,  or  that  in 
forwarding  too  much  this  Sort  of  Crifis,  they 
do  not  fall  into  fome  fatal  Weaknels. 


The  great  Heats  and  intolerable  Thirfl: 


are  allayed  by  a  plentiful  and  repeated  drink¬ 
ing  of  Water,  wherein  Bread  has  been  mace¬ 
rated,  Ptifan  of  Barley,  of  Rice,  Chicken- 
Broth,  diffolving  therein  Sal  Prune!,  or  pu¬ 
rified  Nitre,  mixing  by  intervals  a  few  Drops 
of  Spirit  of  Sulphur,  or  of  Nitre  dulcified, 
or  of  Vitriol ;  as  alfb  the  Confedions  of: 
Alkermcs,  Syrup  of  Lemons^  de  Ovo,  or 
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any  other  gentle  Cordial,  to  prevent  an  Over¬ 
charge  and  Relaxation. 

All  theft  Remedies  properly  made  uft 
of ,  and  managed  with  Prudence,  are  fiiffi- 
cient  to  fatisfy  the  divers  Indications  of  this 
iecond  Clafs,  provided  the  terrible  Preju¬ 
dice  of  the  Impollibility  of  a  Cure ,  the 
Confternation,  and  the  Defpair,  do  not  fuf- 
pend  their  Aftion  :  And  we  could,  if  the 
Time  would  permit,  give  fcveral  Inftances 
of  fuch,  as  being  Supported  by  their  Hopes, 
Courage,  and  Firmneft,  have  experienced 
the  good  and  whollbme  Effefts  thereof;  So 
that  Nature  being  thereby  ftrejigthened, 
comforted,  and  freed  in  part,  of  the  noxi¬ 
ous  Ferment  that  oppreffed  her  5  and  above 
all,  being  delivered  from  the  Danger  of  the 
internal  Inflammations,  by  the  means  of  the 
external  Eruptions,  I  mean  the  Carbuncles, 
Buboes,  Parotides,  there  remains  no¬ 

thing  to  be  done,  but  to  treat  methodi¬ 
cally  theft  forts  of  Tumours,  to  which  wc 
liave  particularly  applied  our  felves  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Diftemper  to  the  end  5 
'  and  that  with  the  greater  Diligence,  by  rca- 
fon,  as  we  have  already  remarked,  the  De- 
ftiny  of  the  Patient  depended  almofl:  al¬ 
ways  on  the  Succefi  of  theft  forts  of  Erup¬ 
tions  ,  the  manner  of  treating  which,  we 

lhall 
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ihall  give  by  and  by,  according  their  feveral 
Varieties. 

The  Method  ufed  in  treating  the  Sick  of 
the  Third  Class. 

I T  would  be  altogether  needleft  to  enter 
into  the  particulars  of  the  Method  we  ufed 
in  treating  the  Patients  of  this  third  Claj[s,‘ 
fince  the  Symptoms  they  were  attack'd  with, 
were  the  fame  with  thofe  which  we  have 
mention'd  in  the  two  preceeding  Claffes  5  lb 
that  they  fucceeded  mutually  each  other,  and 
the  Symptoms  related  in  the  fecond  Clafi, 
were  the  Forerunners  of  thofe  defcribed  in 
the  firfl: ;  whence  it  is  eafy  to  judge  that  we 
have  here  nothing  to  do  but  to  ule  luccelfive- 
ly  the  Medicines  mentioned  before.  The 
Obfervation  that  we  thought  lit  to  infert  be¬ 
tween  the  third  and  fourth  Clafs,  and  in 
which  it  is  Ihown,  that  feveral  infeded  Per- 
Ibns  perilhed  in  a  very  IhortTime  with  Sym¬ 
ptoms  very  moderate,  or  much  lefs  violent 
than  what  we  generally  obferve  the  fame 
Symptoms  to  be  in  malignant  or  common 
putrid  Fevers.  This  Obfervation,  I  lay,  may 
inftrud  us,  that  this  Sort  of  infeded  Perfons 
in  whom  often  there  only  appear  a  fmall 
Weaknefs,  and  a  very  great  Confternation, 
demands  as  mugh  Care  as  thofe  in  whom  the 

Symr 
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ptoms  are  more  cqnfiderable,  and  on  the 
kaft  Appearance  of  their  being  feized,  there 
ought  immediately  to  be  ufed,  befides  gene¬ 
rous  Remedies^  every  T hing  that  is  proper  to 
fuftain  their  Strength  and  encourage  them. 

■  The  Method  of  treating  the  Sick  of  the 
I  FourthClass* 

We  have  nothing  here  to  do,  but  to  caft 
our  Eyes  back,  on  what  we  have  faid  above, 
relating  to  the  Accidents  that  charafterife 
and  terminate  the  Plague,  in  order  to  judge 
,  that  this  Method  fliould  principally  turn  on 
the  Manner  of  treating  the  Buboes  or  Car¬ 
buncles.  The  Symptoms,  it  is  true,  that  ap¬ 
pear  at  the  Beginning  in  the  Difeafed  of  this 
'Clafs,  are  nearly  the  fame  with  thole  that 
fhow  themfelves  in  the  lick  Perfons  of  the 
fecond  Clafs  5  lb  we  immediately  employ’d 
the  Remedies  proper  to  oppofc  them,  fiich 
as  are  the  gentle  Emeticks,  the  diluting  Ca- 
tliarticks  and  Sudorificks  of  the  fame  fort, 
according  to  the  Indications  that  arife,  ob- 
ferving  however  a  very  exad  Regimen.  But 
'  the  Deftiny  of  the  infefted,  depending  prin¬ 
cipally,  as  we'  have  remarked  already,  on 
I  the  large  Emption,  and  laudable  Suppuration 
,of  the  Buboes  and  Carbuncles,  thefe  Sorts 
of  Tumours  have  been  always  the  Objeds  of 

our 


our  chief  Care  and  Attention.  And  fincc 
thefe  Tumours  have  conftantly  appeared  in 
the  Sick  of  this  fourth  Clals,  and  in  thofe  of 
the  preceeding,  the  Method  which  we  arc 
going  to  propofe  for  their  Management, 
ought  to  be  confiderM,  as  common  to  all 
the  Clalfes. 

The  Method  ufed  in  the  Treatment  of 

Buboes. 

These  Tumours  were  ordinarily  fitua- 
ted  in  the  Groin,  and  often  below  ft,  chief¬ 
ly  fwelling  the  lymphatick  Glands,  placed 
near  the  crural  Veflels  i  they  appeared  alfo 
pretty  frequently  under  the  Arm-pits,  parti¬ 
cularly  under  the  pedorai  Mufcle,  as  alio 
in  the  Glands  behind  and  below  the  Ears,  in 
the  Jugular,  and  under  the  Chin, 

f 
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The  Buboes  with  which  the  Sick  of  the 
former  Clalfes  were  attack’d,  often  appear¬ 
ed  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Diftemper,  chiefly, 
in  the  Groin  and  Arm-pits,  fmall  at  firft, 
deep  and  exceeding  painful,  that  one  could 
fcarce  touch  or  handle  them,  witliout  cau- 
fing  a  very  uneafy  Senfation  5  thele  for  the 
moft  Part  made  no  other  Alteration  in  the 
Skin,  but  by  fwelling  it,  as  they  grew  big¬ 
ger,  towards  the  End  they  became  indolent. 

I  N 
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I N  what  Time  foevcr  of  the  Diftempcr 
thefe  Sorts  of  Tumours  appeared,  we  attack¬ 
ed  them  without  any  Delay,  unlefs  there  was 
Reafon  to  prefume  from  other  Symptoms 
that  the  fick  Perfon  was  at  the  Point  of 
Death. 

If  the  Tumour  was  fmall,  deep,  painful, 
and  one  had  Time  to  endeavour  to  mollify 
it,  we  began  with  the  Application  of  emol¬ 
lient  and  anodyne  Cataplafms,  and  as  the 
Mifery  and  Defertion  would  not  fuffer  us  to 
have  Recourfe  to  choice  Drogues,  we  pre-  • 
pared  on  the  Spot,  and  applied  warm,  a  Sort 
of  Pultice  compofed  of  Crums  of  Bread, 
common  Water,  Oil  of  Olives,  Yolk  of  an 
Egg,  or  a  large  Onion  roafted  in  the  Afhes, 
which  we  firfl:  hollowed,  and  filled  with 
Treacle,  Soap,  Oil  of  Scorpions  or  of  Olives; 
ufing  moreover,  for  Perfons  of  Condition,  Ca¬ 
taplafms  made  with  Milk,  the  Crummy  Part 
of  Bread,  Yolks  of  Eggs ;  or  with  the  Mu¬ 
cilage  of  emollient  Herbs  and  Roots. 

✓ 

B  u  T  as  the  Difeafed  of  the  firfl:  Clafles 
perilh  often  veiy  fuddenly,  even  at  the  Time 
when  we.  apprehend  fuch  an  Accident  the 
leaft,  we  think  it  not  advifeable  in  this  Cafe 
to  preferibe  fuch  Sort  of  Applications ;  but 

we 
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\vc  ought  immediately  to  prevent  the  laft  Dam 
ger,  by  endeavouring  at  the  opening  of  the 
Tumour,  and  to  that  End  we  caufed  to  be 
applied  without  Delay,  all  over  the  Part  a 
Drelling  with  the  caiiflick  Stone,  leaving  it 
there  for  ibme  Hours,  more  or  left,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Depth,  Situation,  Bulk  of  the 
Parts,  and  the  Conftitutlon  fat  or  lean  of 
the  Patient  j  the  Efcarr  being  made,  it  muft 
be  opened  by  Incifion,  without  any  Delay, 
in  order  to  examine  the  tumified  Glands, 
to  diffolve  which,  there  ought  to  beapply’d 
Digeftives,  after  they  have  been  a  little  Ica- 
rified  5  or  they  fliould  be  extirpated  if  they 
are  moveable,  and  can  be  removed  without 
an  Hemorrhage,  which  according  to  our 
Obfervations  has  been  always  fatal  tlio’  but 
moderate.  And  for  this  Reafon  we  have 
thought  fit  to  rejea  the  Method  of  extirpa¬ 
ting  thefe  Tumours,  which  was  made  ufe 
of  before  we  came  to  this  City.  The 
ay  of  opening  them  immediately  by  a 
Lancet,  altho’  more  ready  than  that  by  Cau¬ 
teries,  appears  to  us  in  many  Cafes  infuffici- 
cut,  and  left  fure,  as  giving  but  little  Light 
to  view  the  Part,  andleaving  very  often  af¬ 
ter  it,  Abfeefles,  Fiflulas  or  Scirrhous  Tu¬ 
mours.  As  to  Cupping,  Glaffes  and  Blifters, 
their  Effeas  feem  to  us  flow,  ufeleft,  and 
that  ot  the  Latter  fometimes  dangerous  ,*  in 

^  certain 
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certain  Subjects  their  Application  has  been 
followed  by  internal  Inflamations,  elpeciah 
ly  in  the  Bladder. 

Returning  then  to  our  Cauftick 
Stone,  the  Efcarr  being  formed,  and  the 
Incifions  made  with  the  Precaution  of  dif- 
covering  the  tumified  Glands,  in  their  whole 
extent,  that  no  bad  Reliques  be  left  behind  s 
the  next  Thing  is  to  diflblvc  the.  Glands  by 
the  means  of  good  Digeftives,  which  may 
be  made  of  equal  Parts  of  Balfom  of  Arc£- 
idSy  Ointment  of  Marfli- Mallows,  of  Bali- 
licon,  adding  thereto  Turpentine  and  Oil  of 
Wort,  which  ought  to  be  well 
mixed,  and  if  there  is  any  remarkable  Cor¬ 
ruption  in  the  Part,  there  ought  to  be  joyned 
with  the  Turpentine  and  Oil  of  St.  John's 
Wort,  the  Tinftures  of  Myrrh,  of  Aloes, 
Spirit  of  Wine  camphorated  and  Sal  Armo- 
niack  5  laftly  deterging  and  cleanling  away 
the  Pus  and  Sanies y  whilft  it  is  thick  and  too 
coiTofive,  with  Lotions  made  of  Barley 
Water,  Honey  of  Rofes,  Camphire  5  or 
with  VLilneraine  ^Decoftions  of  Scordium, 
Wormwood,  Centaury  the  left,  and  Birth- 
wort.  And  when  the  Ulcer  has  been  well 
deterged,  and  the  tumified  Glands  entirely 
con  fumed  by  Suppuration,  there  remains 
nothing  but  to  apply  a  fimple  Plaifter  to 
bring  the  Wound  to  a  Cicatrice. 


WE 
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W  E  fhall  ^iiow  give  in  few  Words,  the 
Method  we  ufed  in  the  Cure  of  Carbuncles, 
which  in  many  Circumftances  have  a  near 
Relation  to  the  prcceeding. 

The  Method  ufed  in  the  treating  Car¬ 
buncles, 

W  E  have  obferved  thefe  fort  of  Tumours 
during  the  whole  Courfe  of  the  Sicknefs, 
in  a  very  great  number  of  difeafed  Perfons 
in  all  the  Claffcs,  though  lefs  frequent  than 
the  Buboes  j  remarking  alfo  very  often  in 
the  fame  Subjeds,  thefe  two  forts  of  Emp- 
tions. 

-  The  Carbuncles  prefent  themfelves  in 
different  Places  on  the  Surface  of  the  Body, 
efpecially  in  the  Thighs,  Legs,  Arms,  Breaft, 
Back,  but  very  rarely  in  the  Face,  Neck,  or 
Belly.  ' 

They  appear  at  firfl:  under  tlie  Form  of 
a  Puftle  or  Tumour,  which  is  whitifh,  yel- 
lowifh,  or  rcddifli ,  Pale  in  its  middle,  or 
inclining  to  an  obfeure  Red,  which  becomes 
infenfibly  blackifli ,  cruftaceous ,  efpecially 
about  the  Edges  5  as  alfo  variegated  with 
divers  Coloiu's ;  fo  that,  according  to  that 
yhich  is  predominant,  and  the  Excefs  or 
*  E  ^  Defcd 
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Defeat  of  Senfibility  and  Elevation,  wc  may- 
give  it  the  Name  of  a  Phlegmonick,  EryEpc- 
latous,  or  gangrened  Carbuncle. 

W  E  immediately  attack  all  thefe  forts  o£ 
Carbuncles  by  Scarification,  making  the  In- 
cifion  to  the  Right  and  to  the  Left,  in  the 
Middle,  and  on  the  Edges,  to  the  Quick  5 
and  if  the  Efcarr  is  Thick  and  Callous,  we 
take  away  all  the  Thicknefs,  and  what  is- 
C allocs,  as  much  as  the  Situation  of  the 
Parts  will  permit. 

W  E  have  not  thought  proper  toufe  here 
the  aftual  or  potential  Cauteries  which  arc 
employed  in  our  Province,  in  the  cafe  of 
common  Carbuncles,  becaufe,  having  made 
Trial  of  them  at  tlie  Beginning,  we  obfer- 
ved  that  they  caufed  Inflammations  fo  con- 
fidcrable,  that  a  Gangrene  prefently  enfued, 
and  its  Edees  became  Callous  again :  The 
Cauflick  Stone  fucceeded  not  but  in  fmall 
Carbuncles,  which  heal  of  themfelves,  al- 
mofl:  without  any  Help. 

After  having  fcarified  thefe  Tumours, 
wc  applied  Pledgets  with  good  Digeftives, 
as  in  the  Cafe  of  Buboes,  only  with  this 
Difference ,  that  we  have  left  out  the 
fuppurating  Ingredients ,  ufing  only  the 

-  Treacle, 
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Treacle,  Ballam  of  Arc£us ^  and  Oil  of 
Turpentine  5  and  if  there  is  much  Corrup¬ 
tion,  we  add  the  Tindures  of  Aloes,  of 
Myrrh  and  Camphire,  &c. 

W  E  put  over  the  Pledgets,  emollient  and 
anodine,  or  fpirituous  and  diflblving  Cata- 
plafms,  as  over  the  Buboes,  according  to 
the  diverlity  of  Indications.  In  the  Courfe 
of  the  Drellings,  the  Lotions  and  Injedions 
are  alfo  employed  the  fame  as  for  the  Buboes, 
according  to  the  Exigence  of  the  Cafe. 
And,  if  in  the  Procels  of  Suppuration,  the 
new  Fiefh  be  fo  fenfible,  that  the  Digeftives 
applied  caule  a  very  great  Pain,  as  we  have 
feen  it  often  happen ,  then  we  fubftitute 
in  their  room  Pledgets  with  Unguentum  Nu-^ 
tritum,  with  very  good  Succefs. 

The  Method  relating  to  the  Sick  of  the 
Fifth  Class. 

W  E  believe  it  will  he  ufeleft  to  give 
every  particular  of  the  Method  that  has 
been  followed,  and  which  is  ftill  adually 
ufed  in  the  Cure  of  the  difeafed  of  the 
Fifth  Clafs,  wherewith  the  Holpitals  are 
filled  5  bccaufe  they  being  afflided  with  no 
other  Symptom  befidcs  the  Buboes  and 
Cai'buncics  ill  looked  after,  or  negleded, 

and 
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and  by  confcquence,  nothing  hete  offers  it 
feif  but  the  Abfeefles,  Ulcers,  Piftula's,  Scir- 
rhus’s,  and  Callus’s,  which  Negligence,  or 
an  ill  Treatment  have  left  behind  them  5  fo 
that  there  is  here  nothing  farther  required, 
but  to  put  in  Ufe  the  Method  laid  down 
above,  or  to  employ  the  Means  praftifed 
in  the  like  Cafes,  according  to  the  Rules 
of  Art. 

W £  fhall  remark,  in  concluding,  that 
all  the  Methods  we  have  here  -  propofed, 
are  not  fo  general,  or  conftant,  as'  to  be 
without  Exceptions,  in  refpefl:  to  certain 
particular  Cafes,  which  have  fallen  ^  under 
our  Obfervation  during  this  terrible  Sick- 
nefi,  and  which  may  funifli  Materials  for 
a  more  exact  Account.  But  what  we  have 
already  delivered  may  be  fufficient  to  in- 
ftru(3:  the  young  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
that  are  employed  in  attending  Infeded  Per- 
fons  5  and  at  the  fame  time,  to  let  the  Pub- 
lick  know  what  Opinion  ought  to  be  had 
of  all  thofe  fingular  Methods,  and  of  thofe 
pretended  Specificks  fo  cried  up  by  the  Po¬ 
pulace,  and  by  the  Empericks.  •  - 
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
